Russians Rid icule Rep orts That Port 


Arthur Has Fallen. 
St. Petersburg, March 16.—In the 
highest official q uarter inform ation is 
given out that tnere is absolutely no 
foundation for the rum ors p ersistent­ 
ly sent out from Tok io that the 
R ub 
slans are abandoning Port 
Arthur. 
“It is the veriest nonsense,“ said the 
official in q uestion. 
“Nothing has oc­ 
curred there to w arrant such reports. 
The Jap anese fleet has not been seen 
for forty-eight hours. 
The motive of 
the governm ent at Tok io in sp reading 
this story is probably to influence pub­ 
lic feeling in Jap an for the purpose of 
creating enthusiasm while a war loan 
Is being floated.“ 
The new sp ap ers here m anifest the 
grcutest indignation over the rep ort, 
the Boerse G azette characterizing it 
as outrageous and a British invention. 
A ttention is redirected to the order of 
the day issued by Lieut. Gen. Stoessel, 
com m ander at Port A rthur, in which 
he declared that that place would nev­ 
er be surrendered as rep resenting the 
R ussian position. 
R elative to this 
point a m ilitary officer said: 
“This 
m ere statem ent carries its own refu­ 
tation, unless we m eant to beat an 
ignoble retreat all along the line.

we abandon Port
